I dismiss tho bill without 
costs, and I ask Mr. Loesnow whether

Mr. L'>es -I am glad your Lordship 
has asked me the que.stion, because it 
has given me an opportunity of saying 
that which I think 'wiir' exonerate mo 
in your Lordship's view, viz., that 1 
fully warned the plaiutitT against tho 
consequences of such an action, and 
warned him strongly against it, but he 
insisted that 1 should go on witfi it and 
that ho would pay me not onlj- my fees 
but pay tho other side if wo Inst tho 
case. He would take all risk upon 
himself,, notwilhstanding m.y ro[)re.sen- 
tatioiis against bringing tho action. 

His Lordship — You have-not an- 
swered my question, Mr. Lees. 

Mr. Lees — 1 think, under the cir- 
cumstances, your Lordship could hard- 
ly ask mo to answer the question. 

Hi.s Lordsliip — Yes; I still wish you 
to ansv.'cr tlu; question. I think you 
ought to have gone much further. I 
think you ouglit to have told him that 
liis remedy was in tho Division Court, 
and to have refused to bring the suit. 
You are not liouu'l to bring suit.s which 
are merely Htigitioiia. There is nothing 
but a most in.significant matter in ques- 
tion. 

.Mr. Lees — Under the circumatanccs, 
my .Lord, I think it would, be hardly 
fair to ask me to forego'' Ihe^-plniintitl^s 
costs after having warned him. 

llis Lordship — I think, had you done 
your duty, this scandalous matter would 
not have been before me. You have 
lent yourself to it, I think, improperly. 
I regret having to say so, but it is my 
duty, and 1 do not shrink from saying 
it. But for your explanation lam not 
sure but I would have made an order 
that your Brm pay the costs for both 
sides, so strongly do I feel on this 
matter. I have the power, but I have 
never exercised it as yet ; but L feel 
strongly that this is ajCasojwhich it is 
simply scandalous to. 'bring into this 
Court 

Mr. Lees—I am sorry that your 
Lordship entertains such a viesv of it. 

His Lordship — The facts of tho case 
warrant it. 

Mr. Lees — My view of the case was 
that the action could not have been 
brought into tho Division Court or in 
any other court with any prospect of 
success whatever. 

His Lordship — You might have 
brought it for a consideration. 

Mr. Lees — The consideration could 
not have been recovered after such a 
lapse of time, and the representation of 
tha ploJ^fiff" tl-t -»° "'o.-il. 

from $50 to 6100 was what I acted 
upon. I supposed that an action for 
specific performance wa.i the only re- 
medy thtit he had, and as he insisted 
upon its being litigated I have brought 
it in tho way and under the circum- 
stances I have mentioned.

A Remarkable Plough. — A Chi- 
cago agricultural journal gives an ac- 
count of the largest plough every known 
to bo made which has been recently 
turned out by an Illinois firm of agri- 
cultural machinery m;ikers for use on 
tho St. Louis, Iron Mountain and 
Southern Railway. It is attached to a 
platform oar of a construction train in 
such a-way as to cut its ditch a sulli- 
cient distance from the railway line.

It 
having been suggested to the bund that 
an apology would bo required most of 
the bandsmen expressed indignation at 
this, and rather than do so they hand- 
ed in their resignations rand Instru- 
ments.

CniCAoo, Juno 10. — At the National 
Greenback Convention now in progress 
in tho Convention Hall, Exposition 
Building, in addition to Dennis Kear- 
ney, of California, Dick Trovalick, 
Susan B. Antfaony, Brick Pomeroy, 
Kev. De La Martyr, and other Green- 
back and Labour Reform notables, 
Canada is represented by William 
Wallace, M.P., and A. W. Wright, 
Secretary of the Financial Reform As- 
BociatioQ of Canada. These gentlemen 
arrived on Saturday, and have been 
cordially received by their fellow-infla- 
tion lunatics. They wore given the 
floor and both made speeches. 

Mr. Wallace said — It may acem 
strange that I, a Canadian and a mon- 
arcbist and proud of my country and 
its governmental institutions, should 
be here, but I am proud to be beard as 
au exponent of a prinoiplo that I be- 
lieve, if carri-d, will bo oii" of the 
greatest reforins. 1 have watched this 
movfjiuQut wiib great cari', and I as- 
sure you that so far as sweeping awav 
ihH gold basis — a sjstora that I boliuve 
is th« curse of the world — (applause) — 
because it has inaugurated a system of 
credit, make credit a necessity .md you 
know tho result of credit — that it has 
involved individuals and uationti in 
debt, to the ruin of them all. 1 say 
this system is fraught with ruin, with 
misery. This is designed to sweep it 
away, and if I have any power I would 
like to carry this grand reform iu the 
country wherein I live. I need not 
tell you that your action will be a pow- 
er in assisting us, -who havo under- 
taken to carry on a reform, to see that 
the money of tho country shall be creat 
ed by tho Government, and shall be 
based upon the property of the people, 
based ujion the labor of tho people. 

Both speakers were received enthusi- 
astically and formally thanked.
